Jail threat sentence 


A MAN has avoided prison after he 
admitted running towards police officers 
brandishing a metal pole. Amraz Hussain, of 
Cromwell Road, Banbury, came to the aid of 
his brother, Nagesh, when he saw him being 
arrested in Prescott Avenue on March 14 this 
year. Oxford Crown Court judge Patrick 
Eccles said that Hussain had dashed towards 
officers who were “just doing their duty” and 
waved the two-foot-long metal pole. 
Hussain, a 29-year-old who works at a KFC 
in Banbury, was given six-month prison 
sentence, suspended for 12 months, with 
200 hours of unpaid work, a three-month 
curfew and was told to pay £520 costs. 

He will also meet the officers, if they are 
willing, as part of a restorative justice 
requirement. 


Home fire drama 


WA FIRE broke out in the living room of a 
Cropredy home, filling it with smoke. 
Crews were called to the High Street house 
on Wednesday of last week. Firefighters 
wearing breathing equipment put out the 
blaze before using a fan to oust the smoke. 
Watch manager David Edge, from Banbury 
Fire Station, said: “The quick actions of the 
crews ensured the fire and smoke damage 
was kept to a minimum. Fire can take hold 
and spread very quickly, but the presence of 
a working smoke alarm raised an early 
warning.“

Verdict on 
teacher's 


crash 


THE death of a teacher in a crash may 
have been partly caused by the 
condition of a recently resurfaced 
road, an inquest heard. 

An inquest heard that Chipping Norton’s 
Kingham Hill School teacher Julie Stodart- 
Cook crashed into a garage on a country 
road in Gloucestershire on May 26, 2012. 

In the days before the accident, a car 
went into a hedge, while shortly after it, a 
lorry went into a field. 

The B4077 at Alderton had been 
resurfaced not long before and was melting 
in the hot weather, so chippings had been 
laid on top of the tarmac. 

At the time of the crash — in which a 
witness said Mrs Stodart-Cook was driving 
at about 85mph - there were six warning 
signs alongside the road. 

But an inquest in Gloucester heard that 
council workers put up 30 “loose 
chippings” and 30mph signs the next day. 

Business teacher and senior house parent 
Mrs Stodart-Cook’s car “took out four petrol 
pumps”, hit a pillar and two parked cars in 
the forecourt of Alderton Garage. 

Garage worker Mikey Lewicki, 15, was 
airlifted to hospital in Bristol for a 
collapsed lung and broken collarbone and 
27-year-old Emma Tudor was treated for 
bruising. 

Mrs Stodart-Cook, who had worked at 
the school for 16 years, died at the scene 
from extensive internal injuries. 

Assistant county coroner Tom Osborne 
said: “This was a tragic accident that could 
happen to any one of us. 

“We all drive over recently-surfaced 
roads at some time — and we often think

that the contractors have simply failed to 
collect the warning signs. 

“It is clear this was a high-speed 
collision. A significant contributing factor 
was the condition of the road, with the hot 
weather affecting the resurfacing. 

“Mrs Stodart-Cook either failed to see 
the warning signs or chose to ignore them.” 
In evidence, Alderton Garage partner 

Francis Greening said: “I was standing on 
the forecourt talking to a customer when | 
heard a horrendous noise like a jet plane. | 

could not see for dust. 

“A yellow car took out four petrol 
pumps, spun and hit two parked cars 
before dragging poor Mikey for some 12 
yards. 

“It is a fast road and | estimate the 
yellow car was travelling at between 85 
and 90mph. It couldn't do all that damage 
unless it was travelling at a terrific speed. 

“The road had recently been resurfaced 
and it was hot and the tar had started 
melting, so the council had returned and 
put grit on the surface. 

“There were slow down signs and skid 
risk signs for about two-and-a-half miles 
along the road.” 

Witness Ben Sidney also said he thought 
she was driving at around 80-85mph. 

Mr Osborne suggested mobile flashing 
signs warning motorists to slow down 
should be used in the future. 

Recording his verdict, he said that Mrs 
Stodart-Cook had sadly died as a result of a 
road traffic collision.

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RISING numbers of female officers and 
an increase in the number of women 
holding top posts has shown they are 
now vital to the success of Thames 
Valley Police. 

Many women claim the police is now an 
attractive career prospect as more flexible 
working conditions have allowed those who 
have children to return to work easily after 
taking maternity leave. 

Police figures released under the Freedom 
of Information Act show the number of 
women serving as police officers in 
Oxfordshire has risen 287 per cent — from 
117 in 1993 to 453 last year. 

And across the Thames Valley, women now 
make up 31 per cent of the force — 1,406 out 
of 4,472 officers. 

Inspector Susan Thomson chairs the 
Thames Valley Police Women’s Network — a 
support network for officers and staff. 

The 48-year-old joined the force as a 
police cadet in 1981. 

She put the rise in women officers down to 
better career opportunities. 

She said: “When | joined, if you had a 
baby your career was almost over. A lot of 
good officers had children and just left.” 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton became the 
first female head of Thames Valley Police in 
2007. 

She is also vice-president of the 
Association of Chief Police Officers.

She added: “It kind of shows you how 
almost old fashioned and quaint it seemed 
that women officers wore skirts and had 
handbags. 

"Now there is no discrimination, both 
female and men do the same jobs. There are 
not jobs that one or the other do. 

“It is all about personal style and whether 
you are the right person for the job.”

‘Proactive’ council's plan 


By Oliver Evans | Scheme submitted to convert civic offices into homes 


The council transferred its control of council 
homes to housing associations in the 1990s, 
absolving it of the responsibility of directly 
providing homes. 

Yet it has moved to find sites because of the 
shortage of recession-hit major housing 
projects that provide affordable homes. 

The council’s housing chief, Debbie 
Pickford, said: “Cherwell District Council is 
very proactive. 

“There is always a shortage, that is 


nationally too, but rather than sit on our 
backsides we feel these pockets of land should 
be used.” 

Further planning applications are expected 
in January, she said. 

The seven other sites have also been sold to 
the district council by the county council. 

They will all be built under the council’s 
Build! plans, which encourages people to help 
construct their own homes in exchange for 
cheaper rent or sale prices. 


The Banbury projects are former care homes 
Orchard Lodge, in Warwick Road, and Lincoln 
House, in Lincoln Close, for one- and two-bed 
flats and the former Connexions careers 
advice office in Broughton Road. 

The Bicester sites are Coach House Mews, 
off London Road, for 40 one- and two- 
bedroom flats, St Edburg’s former care home, 
Old Place Yard former offices and the town’s 
former library.

A PLAN to convert former council 
offices into 15 affordable homes in 
Banbury has been submitted. 

Cherwell District Council has put in a 
planning application to convert former 
Oxfordshire County Council offices at 
Calthorpe House. 

It is among eight sites in Banbury and 
Bicester that the council wants to re-develop 
for affordable and supported-living homes.

Darren tells of 
crossing horror

A MAN has described how he had 
to leave a woman “to die” ona 
north Oxfordshire rail crossing as 
a train approached. 

Scaffolder Darren Day said he and a 
workmate came across a Volkswagen 
Golf that had stopped on the Sandy 
Lane crossing near Kidlington last 
week before the barriers came down 
and the alarm sounded. 

The 36-year-old, from Kidlington, 
said he tried to break the window to 
get the driver out but he had to get off 
the line. 

He said: “As soon as | heard the 
train coming | thought she was going 
to die if | didn’t help her.” 

But he said: “The train was about 
100ft away and | had to leave for my 
own safety. It was leaving another 
human being to die before my eyes.” 

Mr Day said he could only watch as 
the train smashed into the car, forcing 
it to roll about four times and end up 
upside down. 

Mark Tierney, 29, who arrived on 
the scene shortly afterwards, said he 
was surprised the woman survived. 

He said: “It was awful. None of us

were brave enough to go to the 
wreckage to see if she was okay. 

“That spot is dangerous sometimes 
anyway but to see the car the way it 
was, | am surprised she was still alive.” 

The driver, a woman in her 40s from 
Banbury, is now being held under the 
Mental Health Act as police investigate 
the cause of the crash. 

British Transport Police officers were 
this week waiting to speak to her 
about the incident. 

The woman had to be cut from her 
car after the Bournemouth-to- 
Manchester train hit it. She was taken 
to Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital 
with non-life-threatening injuries. 

Network Rail said early signs 
showed the crossing, which had a 
history of malfunctions, was working 
properly at the time of the crash. 

The Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch is verifying that this is correct. 

Network Rail spokesman Dayle 
Sellars said: “Network Rail is co- 
operating fully in the investigation. 


Early indications are that the crossing 
was working correctly at the time of 
the incident.” 

Earlier this year it was reported that 
the crossing malfunctioned 21 times in 
2012. 

Kidlington resident Shirley Jarvis, 
69, said she saw a van almost get 
trapped on the line earlier this month. 

She said a train passed and the 
barriers went up only to come down a 
few seconds later and another train 
passed through. 

She said: “He was halfway over 
before the lights started flashing and 
the barrier came down.” 

Mrs Jarvis, of High Street, said she 
would no longer be driving over the 
crossing after the latest incident. 

She said: “Anybody local will be 
very wary about using it now.” 

Trains between Oxford and Banbury 
were running as expected this week. 
All services had been suspended 
following the accident. 

In January, 85-year-old Banbury man 
Thomas Pizzey died when the car he 
was in was hit by a freight train on the 
same crossing.

He said: “What | hope we get 
from the meeting is clarity about the 
things that the public value most 
about their NHS services in this 
county. 

“We do not want to spend the 
next years having discussions with 
things that are immovable.” 

He added: “The backdrop, not 
just for us but Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust and Oxford 
Health, is that we have got to look 
at potential savings of five per cent 
each year for the next five years — 
even though we are relatively 
protected as the NHS.”

cuts, naming the non-emergency

Although the meeting is not being 
organised to source ideas to save 
money, Dr Richards said he did not 
mind if people made suggestions. 

He hoped the meetings would 
inform OCCG's five-year strategic 
plan and its two-year operational 
plan, both of which need to be 
produced by the end of March 
2014. He said he hoped this would 
mean the documents would “not 
have too many surprises”. 

Dr Richards also said that services 
at the county’s nine community 
hospitals would not be cut, but, if 
anything, expanded.

OFFICIALS have launched a

It’s been three years since he trod the 
comedy boards, and it took the advent of 
his 50th birthday to kick-start the brilliant 
comedian into climbing back on to the 
proverbial horse where it all started. His 
plan is working well because Sean is 
selling out everywhere he goes, proving 
that our appetite for real, live comedy is 
as acute as ever, and demonstrating his 
point in the process. 

He'll tell you all about it himself on 
stage when he unleashes himself, 
resplendent in a papal violet suit, with his 
new show Purple Van Man in which he 
promises “to make you laugh like a 
drunken horse”. 

He’s not joking either for once, The 
British Comedy Award winner, and very 
funny team captain of the last 14 series 
of Channel 4’s hugely popular comedy 
panel show 8 out of 10 Cats, now flexing 
his cerebral comedy chambers for real. 

So why now? Sean, who has also won 
the Time Out Comedy Award, says it was 
the right time to get back on the road: “I 
haven’t toured for three years. | like to 
have a break to generate a bank of new 
ideas that | can then turn into stand-up. 
So it’s great to hear people laughing at 
jokes you have constructed. That’s a 
really good feeling.” 

That aside Purple Van Man is an 
interesting premis, so is there a story 
behind the title of the new show? 

“| was listening to the radio in a white 
van the other day, and they were talking 
about what White Van Man believes. | 
was thinking, ‘I don’t subscribe to those 
opinions. Maybe | should get a different- 
coloured van’. 

“| don’t actually have a purple van, but 
it indicates the different section of 
society that | fall into. Being a Purple Van 
Man means | have my own perspective 
on things. How would Purple Van Man 
be different from other people? | think it’s 
a way of saying that you won’t get your 
normal fare with this show. It is a slightly 
different style of comedy. It’s not just 
meat and two veg.” 

Not that this is any indication of what 
his show actually entails. “I'll be talking 
about China because | have worked out 
that | am virtually Chinese with 
everything | own coming from China. | 
will also be discussing my new-found 
belief in God. | now believe in God for 
my own ends. I’m not an altruistic 
Christian — I’m only doing it in case there 
is in fact a heaven. 

“| will also talk about my relationship 
with alcohol. I’m quite comfortable with 
it, although some people may think | like 
it a bit too much.” 

However, one thing Sean is clear 
about is the difference between a 
comedian and a stand-up. 

“| see myself as a comedian. | would 
sacrifice any agenda if | didn’t think it

was funny. | don’t see the show as a 
platform for my views. If | didn’t think a 
line was funny, | wouldn't put it in the 
show. | don’t have an axe to grind. The 
show is very silly, but | think it works very 
well.” 

And despite his bug-bears, Sean feels 
very lucky with the success he has 
enjoyed in his career, especially with a 
wife and three children to support . 

“You sit down every now and again to 
see where you are. We shouldn't 
necessarily be in the now all the time 
thinking, ‘so-and-so has done better’ so | 
feel very happy. It’s great.” 

How much of this is a result of the 
over-riding success of 8 out of 10 Cats 
remains to be seen but Sean adds: “TV 
has helped enormously because people 
are now used to the style of comedy | do. 
They come to see me knowing what | do. 
That way, you build up an audience.” 
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on his laurels by completing 14 series of 
the same show should think again. “8 out 
of 10 Cats is still going after all these 
years because we work at it. There is 
hardly any format to the show — we only 
get asked four questions an episode. We 
know we have to generate our own 
material, so we sit down and write stuff 
beforehand. You couldn’t be spontaneous 
without having the confidence of having 
prepared something to talk about.” 

In fact Sean's only current problem is 
coming down after a live show, because 
it’s so exciting. 

“You get an enormous surge of 
adrenaline on stage. | use part of my 
persona - let's call him Larry, as it helps 
to identify him — to make the show work. 
| get Larry out of the box to help me on 
stage. 

“But after the show, Larry doesn’t give 
a toss about tomorrow. He goes, ‘Right, 
I’m out now. Let’s have fun!’”
